State Penitentiary at Huntsville. He 
was in the penitentiary for less than 
a month, making his escape Decem­ 
ber 29.

way to Poplar Bluff and from there 
to Illinois. 
From Decatur, with sev­ 
eral members of the gang with whom 
he had been operating, he came back 
to Poplar

The owner saw it, demanded to know 
how it got there and suspicion

throwm on Grey and officers all along 
the highway were notified to be 
on 
the outlook for him. 
Officer Gid Daniels and Mayor Ed 
Fuchs drove out down the highway

man, but passed him as he was rid 
ing on a truck.

Rev. Father Peter John Desm et, S. 
J.. Missouri’s forem ost Catholic mis 
sionary, penetrated the darkest and 
most remote regions of 
the 
north 
western United States to carry to the 
savage Indians, a religion of practi­ 
cal C hristianity, food, 
raim ent 
and 
friendship. 
DeSmet was born in Ter- 
monde, Belgium, January 
30, 1801, 
and died in St. Louis, May 23, 1873, 
at the age of 72. 
DeSmet wras a man who fearlessly, 
courageously and unselfishly sought 
to carry a message of love, kindness, 
and peace to his fellow man. His was 
a life filled with hardships, struggles, 
and sacrifices, 
but 
he 
found 
that 
wherever he took friendship, the In­ 
dians were kind to him. 
Given chronologically, the im port­ 
ant events of DeSmet’s life 
are 
as 
follows: 
1821, sailed from A m ster­ 
dam and entered the Jesuit N ovitiate 
at W hitem arsh, M aryland; 1823-1830, 
location at Florissant, 16 miles from 
St. Louis; 1830-1737, founding of the 
St. Louis college, which later became 
the U niversity of St. Louis, and 
in 
which Father DeSmet held the posi- 
itons 
of professor 
of 
English and 
procurator. 
His 
first 
sojourn 
in 
Europe was made during this period. 
On his first trip up the Missouri 
river in 1838-1839, 
he founded 
the 
Potawatomi 
Mission 
at 
Council 
Bluffs, and affected a reconciliation 
between the Sioux and Potawatomies 
Indians who were on the verge of 
a 
desperate w ar. 
1840, his first jour­ 
ney to the Rocky M ountains; 1841- 
1842, sceond journey 
to 
the Rocky 
Mountains, and founding of the 
St. 
M ary’s Mission on B itter Root River 
in Montana on a 
historic 
site 
be 
tween B itter Root 
River 
and 
the 
present city of Stevensville. 
During 
1843-1844 
occurred 
his 
second trip 
to 
Europe; 
1844-1846, 
several missions established in 
the 
Oregon 
country; 
1847-1848, 
third 
voyage to Europe; 1849, made assist­ 
ant to the vice-provincial and procur­ 
ator general of M issouri; 1851, a del­ 
egate to the Laram ie council, 
and 
1849-1858, an apostolate in St. Louis. 
Then in 1853-1860, occurred other 
of his journeys to Europe to secure 
help to extend his small missions in 
Oregon and California. 
1862-1863, a 
tour of the missions; 1864, a journey 
of pacification to the Sioux Indians 
who were becoming 
unm anageable; 
1865-1866, his 
seventh 
journey 
to 
Europe and his last journey to 
the 
Rocky Mountains, and 1869-1872, his 
last visit to Belgium and his last of 
works as a missionary. 
On September 23, 1878, a statue to 
his memory was unveiled at Termon- 
de, Belgium. 
The monument stands 
in the center of 
a 
square 
besides 
Notre Dame College. 
Although 
he 
ran away from home with four com­ 
panions, because he feared that 
his 
parents would not give their consent 
to his journey to America as a Miss­ 
ionary, he wrote this glorious tribute 
to his sister, Rosalie, “The lessons of 
piety taught me in childhood w ere the 
seeds of th at desire, which I conceiv­ 
ed and afterw ard excused 
by 
God’s 
grace to give myself without reserve 
to His Service”. 
He is known in the United States 
as “The Apostle of the Rocky Moun­ 
tains". 
He 
was 
fam iliarly 
known 
am ong the Indians as 
“ Blaekrobe”, 
and “Blackgown” , a symbol which to 
them meant kindness and understand­ 
ing. 
It is said 
th a t 
when DeSmet 
would return from one of his jour­ 
neys, the Indians a t his many mis­ 
sions would clamor to be the 
first 
persons to greet him. 
Father DeSmet calculated th at up 
to 1853, his journeys by land and wa­ 
ter totaled a mileage of more than 
five times the circumference 
of the 
earth. 
He was universally known for his 
work in the United States. 
The Bel­ 
gian Messenger of the Sacred H eart 
said: 
“In the history of the C ath­ 
olic apostolate few careers have been 
so glorious as th at of the Rev. F ath­ 
er DeSmet”. 
The French Journal La Croix said: 
“The life of F ather 
DeSmet 
reads 
like a novel, but one so realistic, so 
thrilling with interest, that you can­ 
not tear yourself aw ay from it”. 
Father DeSmet was also an author 
and his best known works are: “The 
Oregon Missions and Travels 
over 
the Rocky M ountains” ; “Indian Let­ 
ters and Sketches” ; “ W estern Miss­ 
ions and M issionaries’, and “New In­ 
dian Sketches.”

OF NAPOLEON 
GIVEN 
TO 
W EST 
POINT 


A brace of old-fashioned, muzzle- 
loading, flintlock 
pistols 
originally 
owned and used by Napoleon I, 
has 
just been presented to the U. S. Mil­ 
itary Academy by Mr. Laurenco Ben­ 
et, of W ashington. The case contain­ 
ing the pistols includes, also, a silver 
mold for m aking balls and a wooden 
ram rod. 
The mold is in the form of 
a pinchers. 
The end of each handle 
is a hollow hemisphere, giving, when 
pressed together, the rounded pistol 
ball. 
The pistols were made 
by 
a 
m anufacturer of Versailles, the exact 
name not 
being 
decipherable. 
The 
pistols are exactly sim ilar, having a 
six inch barrel, and a rath er short, 
sem i-circular handle, which is 
very 
finely corrugated. 
There is some in­ 
laid gold work on the top and on each 


1849”.

The history of the pistols, w ritten 
on a very old and faded piece

The history then shows th a t they 
were given to a Cyp. Godebski, some 
tim e between 1870 and 1895.

Father Peter John Desmet, S. 
J., Missouri’s foremost Catholic mis­ 
sionary, penetrated the darkest and 
most remote regions of 
the 
north­ 
western United States to carry to the 
savage Indians, a religion of practi­ 
cal Christianity, food, 
raiment 
and 
friendship. 
DeSmet was horn in Ter- 
monde, Belgium, January 
30, 1801, 
and 
died in St. Ix>uis, May 23, 1873, 
at the age of 72. 
DeSmet w'as a man who fearlessly, 
courageously and unselfishly sought 
to carry a message of love, kindness, 
and peace to his fellow man. His was 
a life filled with hardships, struggles, 
and sacrifices, 
but 
he 
found 
that 
wherever he took friendship, the In­ 
dians were kind to him. 
Given chronologically, the import­ 
ant events of DeSmet’s life 
are 
as 
follows: 
1821, sailed from Amster­ 
dam and entered the Jesuit Novitiate 
at Whitemarsh, Maryland; 1823-1830, 
location at Florissant, 16 miles from 
St. Louis; 1830-1737, founding of the 
St. Louis college, which later became 
the University of St. Louis, and 
in 
which Father DeSmet held the posi- 
itons 
of professor 
of 
English and 
procurator. 
His 
first 
sojourn 
in 
Europe was made during this period. 
On his first trip up the Missouri 
river in 1838-1839, 
he founded 
the 
Potawatomi 
Mission 
at 
Council 
Bluffs, and affected a reconciliation 
between the Sioux and Potawatomies 
Indians who were on the verge of 
a 
desperate war. 
1840, his first jour­ 
ney to the Rocky Mountains; 1841- 
1842, sceond journey 
to 
the Rocky 
Mountains, and founding of the 
St. 
Mary’s Mission on Bitter Root River 
in Montana on a 
historic 
site 
be­ 
tween Bitter Root 
River 
and 
the 
present city of Stevensville. 
During 
1843-1844 
occurred 
his 
second trip 
to 
Europe; 
1844-1846, 
several missions established in 
the 
Oregon 
country; 
1847-1848, 
third 
voyage to Europe; 1849, made assist­ 
ant to the vice-provincial and procur­ 
ator general of Missouri; 1851, a del­ 
egate to the Laramie council, 
and 
1849-1858, an apostolate in St. Louis. 
Then in 1853-1860, occurred other 
of his journeys to Europe to secure 
help to extend his small missions in 
Oregon and California. 
1862-1863, a 
tour of the missions; 1864, a journey 
of pacification to the Sioux Indians 
who were becoming 
unmanageable; 
1865-1866, his 
seventh 
journey 
to 
Europe and his last journey to 
the 
Rocky Mountains, and 1869-1872, his 
last visit to Belgium and his last of 
works as a missionary. 
On September 23, 1878, a statue to 
his memory was unveiled at Termon 
de, Belgium. 
The monument stands 
in the center of 
a 
square 
besides 
Notre Dame College. 
Although 
he 
ran away from home with four com 
panions, because he feared that 
his 
parents would not give their consent 
to his journey to America as a Miss­ 
ionary, he wrote this glorious tribute 
to his sister, Rosalie, “The lessons of 
piety taught me in childhood were the 
seeds of that desire, which I conceiv 
ed and afterward excused 
by 
God’s 
grave to give myself without reserve 
to His Service". 
He is known in the United States 
as “The Apostle of the Rocky Moun­ 
tains". 
He 
was 
familiarly 
known 
among the Indians as 
“ Blackrobe 
and “ Blackgown” , a symbol which to 
them meant kindness and understand­ 
ing.

Potter of Jefferson City and James 
E. Boggs of Columbia. 
No action was taken by the com­ 
mittee, but probably thirty of the fif­ 
ty-seven bills, including 
home, rule 
for St. Txiuis, will be reported favor­ 
ably. 
This was the second hearing 
on 
the bills and the first at 
which the 
measures were discussed in 
detail. 
Potter and Grimm discussed a num­ 
ber of bills at some length, and 
re­ 
plied to many questions

LIVESTOCK SHIPPERS TO MEET 


PISTOLS 
OF NAPOLEON 
GIVEN 
TO 
WEST 
POINT 


A brace of old-fashioned, muzzle- 
loading, fiintlock 
pistols 
originally 
owned and used by Napoleon I, 
has 
just been presented to the U. S. Mil­ 
itary Academy by Mr. Laurenco Ben- 
et, of Washington. The case contain­ 
ing the pistols includes, also, a silver 
mold for making balls and a wooden 
ramrod. 
The mold is in the form of 
a pinchers. 
The end of each handle 
is a hollow hemisphere, giving, when 
pressed together, the rounded pistol 
ball. 
The pistols were made 
by 
a 
manufacturer of Versailles, the exact 
name not 
being 
decipherable. 
The 
pistols are exactly similar, having a 
six inch barrel, and a rather short, 
semi-circular handle, which is 
very 
finely corrugated. There is some in­ 
laid gold work on the top and on each 


side of the steel barrel. 
The flints 
were held by mouthpieces which re 
semble the knights in chess. 
In his letter presenting the pistols, 
Mr. Benet said, “I desire to present 
these pistols to the museum of 
the 
military academy in memory of my 
father, the 
late 
Brigadior General 
Stephen V. Benet 
of 
the 
closs of 
1849”. 
General Benet. whose 
por- 
triat adrons the wall of the museum, 
was professor of ordinance and gun­ 
nery at West Point from 1861-1864. 
The history of the pistols, written 
on a very old and faded piece of or­ 
dinary paper, is in a Polish script, 
with a French translation attached. 
It was inclosed in the case with the 
pistols. 
The 
English 
translation 
shows that the pistols w'ere once the 
property of Duke Loiehtemberg, 
a 
grandson of Napoleon, to whom, pre­ 
sumably, the great 
emperor 
willed 
them. 
An old quarterm aster of 
the 
duke, and the executor of the duke’s 
will, a Monsieur Mussard, then came 
into possession of them. On January 
1, 1858, they were given 
to an 
un­ 
known party, who, in turn, on Octo­ 
ber 14, 1870, gave them to a second 
unknown party. 
The history then shows that they 
were given to a Cyp. Godebski, some 
time between 1870 and 1895. On No­ 
vember 20 of the 
latter 
year, this 
Cyp. Godebski 
presented 
them 
to 
Monsieur Edmond (or 
Edourd) 
de 
Morainville, a distinguished French 
aristocrat. 
Finally, on April 8, 1907, 
Mr. Laurence 
V. 
Benet 
purchased 
them from Monsieur Morainville, and 
on January 7 of this year presented 
them to the museum of the military 
academy. 
In accepting the 
gift, 
Brigadier 
General Merch B. Stewart, superin­ 
tendent of the military academy, in a 
letter to Mr. Benet, said, “It 
is 
a 
great pleasure to receive the Napo­ 
leon pistols. 
They are very fine rel­ 
ics and will be a real 
addition in a 
secure case and will be put on exhi­ 
bition in our museum”.
